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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


ONAPARTE! Bonaparte! is the mot 
de triomphe everywhere ; and, so far, it 
is the mot d’ordre. The Parisians would 
set it down asa “ great fact accompli” 
that the Prince has taken his seat in the 
Chamber. This occurred on Tuesday. 
Having demanded the privilege of 
speaking in the Assembly, he rose and 
said, with great dignity and clearness : 
2 Citizen Hbgrbabrivattreascott is im- 

possible that I can keep silence after 
the calumnies of which age been the 
object. I must express frankly, and at the earliest 
moment of my taking my seat amongst you, the real 
sentiments which animate and which have ever ani- 
mated me. After thirty-three years of proscription 
and exile, I am at last entitled to resume my rights as 
a citizen. The Republic has bestowed on me happiness ; 
to the Republic I tender my oath of gratitude, my oath 
of devotion; and my generous countrymen who have 
returned me to this place may be assured that I will 
endeavour to {estify their choice in exerting myself 
with you to maintain tranquillity, the first necessity of 
the country, and to the development of democratic 
institutions, which the people have the right to de- 
mand. Fora long time I have been unable to conse- 
crate to France anything but the meditations of exile 
and captivity. At last the career which you pursue is 
open tome, Receive me, then, my dear colleagues, 
into your ranks with the same sense of affectionate 
confidence which I bring there. My conduct—always 
inspired by duty, always animated by respect for the 
the law—my conduct will prove the falsehood of those 
who have attempted to blacken me for the purpose of 
still keeping me proscribed, and will demonstrate that 
no one is more firmly resolved than myself to establish 
and defend the Republic.” 

After the conclusion of his address he received the 
warm felicitations of several of the members of the 
Assembly, who surrounded him as he descended from 
the tribune. In the Salle'des Pas Perdus the obserya- 
tion was general, “ C'est vraiment un discours de la 
Couronne |” 

It has been rumoured that a Bonapartist manifesta- 
tion had been prepared, but was suppressed by the 
influence of some leading members of that party.

DESERTION OF WOMEN. 
SrveraL statements, within the last fortnight, have 
been placed before the public relative to an affair 
which certainly demanded rigid inquiry. We 


\ refrained, before full time had been given for the 


parties implicated to acquit themselves, from com- 
menting on the case; but as a sufficient time has 
now elapsed, and several replies to the allegations 


of the complaining parties have been put forward, 


it behoves us to enter at large into the merits of 
an affair so important. 

Two women, Ann and Emma Lofinck, had mar- 
ried two brothers, and one, if not both, had chil- 
dren, It would appear that some time ago Lord 
Ashley, Captain Trotter, and other benevolent in- 
dividuals, placed at the disposal of a Mr. J ackson 
a sum amounting to about £60, for the purpose of 
sending out to ‘America as many discharged con- 
victs as the money would afford, Amongst others, 
the two husbands of the two women in question 
received the benefit of the fund; and, shortly after 
their departure, both wives appeared before a 
police magistrate, stating that neither of their hus- 
bands had ever been convicts; that they were, 
therefore, not duly qualified to partake of the 
Ashley bounty; and that through their emigra- 
tion they and their children were left destitute. 

Mr, Jackson replies to this that one woman con- 
sented to the emigrationof her husband ; and that, 
as to the other, he never heard of her existence 
until after the husband had sailed, It is sufficient 
for our purpose to rest content with these facts ; 
and neither party can complain that there is any 
unfairness in our statement of them. The deduc- 
tions which we intend to draw are general, not 
personal, And we say emphatically that this case 
of the Lofincks is one of the strongest arguments 
that could bo adduced in favour of the establish- 
ment of an organized system for convict emiyra- 
well as the most striking proof of the 


tion, as 
against which such a system would 


difficulties 
have to contend. 

So long as the emigration of convicts is left to 
any one who may feel prompted by real humanity, 
or the love of itsreputation, to begin business, it is 
evident that cases of this description cannot fail to 
oceur, Voluntary and gratuitous labours, inas- 
much as they are irresponsible, are necessarily ill 
performed. Mr. Jackson, we presume, besides 
attending ragged schools and running after convict 
emigrants, has to make his own way in life, to 
prevent his falling within the category of the 
school and the temptation of the emigrant, We 
can understand, therefore, how he was so fully

commission of further and aggravated crimes. 
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Viewing the matter in this light, society will be 
the gainer. But there is more: for the criminal 
has a chance of reformation in the one case, 
whereas, in the other, he has little or none. 

But it must not be forgotten that one of the like- 
liest consequences of imprudent marriages, too 
common amongst the lower classes, is the deser- 
tion of wives and children at the first opportunity 
that presents itself, The door of every parish 
workhouse throughout the kingdom has, in its 
time, borne witness to the prevalence of this vice. 
But how much more frequent it is likely to 
become if ill-directed funds are to be raised to 
transport the offender beyond the reach of law, it 
would be waste of words to insist upon. Perhaps, 
in the event of an organized society being estab- 
lished, it would be well to confine the emigration 
to our own colonies, and not, as in the case of Mr. 
Jackson’s impromptu fund, to send out convicts to 
America. Thus, were an imposition to succeed, 
and any man burdened with family, or not a 
criminal, to be sent out at the cost of the society, 
his labour might be taxed with the repayment of 
the expense it had incurred in sending him out, or 
with the cost of sending his family, when dis- 
covered, after him, or with both costs, according to 
the case. 

But, above all things, we conceive it most 


important that little extemporary funds should not 
be raised; or, if the benevolent will have their 
way—and we should be the last to refuse them the 


widest possible field for their exertions—let them 


take it with prudence, so that it will lead to real

The 
child (we can scarcely call him anything else) had 
taken his knife and ee S| notched the branch of 
the tree to prevent the cord from slipping, and the 
rope was adjusted so as to extinguish life in the 
shortest time. He also must have been very deter. 
mined to die; for after he was suspended he could 
have easily saved himself by putting up his hand and 
taking hold of the branch, which was only a few 
inches above his head.

Disastrous Hurricane.—Great Loss 
or Lire AND Prorerty In THE West InpIRs.— 
A most disastrous hurricane took place in the middle 
of August, by which Antigua, St. Kitt’s, and Nevis 
were devastated, St. Thomas also feeling its effects. 
At Antigua and St. Kitt’s there has been no such loss 
of life and property for nearly twenty years, neither 
the hurricane of 1835 nor the earthquake of 1843 being 
attended with such deplorable results. During the 
latter part of the 21st of August clouds were seen at 
ANTIGUA gathering from all directions, and hanging 
motionless; the heat was terribly oppressive, but, as 
the barometer did not indicate anything particular, a 
little rain and thunder only were expected, The red- 
ness of the sky and eddies of wind at sunset occasioned 
anxiety. Inthe night the wind increased, and a storm 
was then anticipated. Every preparation was rapidly 
made to mitigate its dire effects. At eleven p-m. the 
darkness was impenetrable and the tempest was ap- 
proaching ; up to this period the mercury had aa 
fallen, however, one-tenth of an inch. 
the wind raged furiously ; lightning and thunder were 
incessant, accompanied by floods of rain. At this time 
a severe shock of earthquake was felt, attended by very 
heavy gusts. The gale continued to increase until its 
force was perfectly terrific, By half-past one the 
mercury had fallen four-tenths of an inch, and the 
storm at this time was dreadful. By two a.m. it had 
abated, and towards morning the day dawned as calmly 
as if the elements had been at peace, and the spirit of 
destruction had not been disturbed, but, on looking 
abroad on the 22nd, the island which had been studded 
with neat structures and populous villages appeared 
as a waste of rubbish and ruin. Itis believed that

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The progress of mankind during the last 
century has at least accomplished one result; it has 
rendered war no longer dependent upon the ambition, 
the pique, or the caprices of individuals. 


The late Prince Lichnowsky, whose career was 
so Iamentably brought to a close at the recent popular 
tumult at Frankfort, was the eldest of the four sons of 
Prince Edward Lichnowsky (third prince of that line), 
by Eleanor, daughter of Charles Count Zichy, many 

ears a minister of state in the Austrian Government, 
and was born April the 5th, 1814. At the outbreak of 
the civil war in Spain, on the death of the late King 
Ferdinand, he entered the service of Don Carlos, and 
greatly distinguished himself in that warfare, and rose 
to the rank of general of brigade and adjutant-general, 
He was made a chamberlain of the Court of Austria 
on his returnto Germany. On the death of his father, 
the celebrated historian, on the Ist of January, 1845, 
he succeeded to the title. In February, 1847, he was 
appointed,an hereditary member of the Upper Chamber 
of the Parliament assembled at Berlin by the King of 
Prussia. He was unmarried, and is therefore suc- 
ceeded in the family honours by his brother Charles, 
porn in 1820. The Princess Khevenhaller Metsch, 
and the Countess Viczny de Vicza, are sisters of the 
deceased prince, and his brother, Count Rose, is 
secretary camérier to the Pope, and the younger 
prother is in the Austrian military service.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 

: AND DRESS, 

The occasional indications of approaching winter, 
manifested in the weather of the past week, have 
created corresponding wintry symptoms in outdoor 
costume, Though dresses of barége and other 


light materials are not wholly laid aside, yet they 
are not worn without the adjunct of a warm 
cashmere shawl, or a black silk or black velvet 
mantelet lightly wadded and trimmed with black 
lace or fringe. We may mention that black velvet 
mantelets, of the demi-shawl form, are much worn ; 
they constitute very pretty outdoor wraps for the 
present season, Small autumnal mantelets, of 
coloured velvet, are likewise very fashionable : 

reen, puce, and purple are the favourite colours ; 
and these mantelets are always lined with white 
ail Shequered or striped silks, in elegant shades 
and combinations of colour, are the most favourite 
materials for walking dresses. Tartan will be no 
jess fashionable this winter than it has been for 
several seasons past, The favour shown by her 
Majesty to the clan tartans has encouraged the 
Scotch manufacturers to produce the most approved 

atterns in every variety of woollen fabric, ‘The 
Spitalfields looms are also actively at work in the 
creation of splendid silks and satins, in tartan 
patterns of every variety, which cannot fail to be- 
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come favourite articles for dresses, Tartan poplin 
may alsobe mentioned among the fashionable no- 
velties of the season. It is employed for demi- 
toilette dresses, the skirts of which are usually 
made with three or four bias rows sct on plain, or 
cutin large scallops at the edges, and finished with 
braid or narrow velvet ribbon. ‘The corsages may 
be high, and sloped to a point in front of the bo- 
som, or low with canezous of white muslin or 
black lace, 

Black lace canezous are novelties which claim 
particular notice, inasmuch as they are destined 
to form a distinguishing feature in the fashions of 
the coming winter. The black lace canezou has 
almost the effect of a spencer, with short sleeves, 
or rather sleeves reaching only to the elbow. 
These sleeves are extremely becoming to the arm, 
with a short-sleeved dress. When worn over a 
long-sleeved dress, the sleeves of the canezou 
should descend a little below the elbow, and they 
should be finished with full trimmings of lace in 
the form of ruffles. These canezous have a most 
graceful and elegant effect with a dress the co- 
lour of which contrasts well with black lace, 

Small velvet canzenous are worn with dreases of 
silk or pekin, They may be black, or any dark 
tint corresponding with the dress. 

For winter cloaks several new forms are already 
in embryo, We have been fayoured with the sight 
of a splendid cloak just received from Paris, and 
destined for an English lady of rank. It was made 
of exquisitely fine white’ cashmere, lined with 
white satin quilted and wadded, The trimming 
consisted of very broad white chenille fringe, 
headed by passementerie. The singularly rich 
effect of this splendid fringe was increase by a 
double row forming the trimming of the pelerine, 
which reached only to the waist behind, but 
in front descended in long ends, <A pagoda demi- 
sleeve was partly concealed bencath the pele- 
tine. This elegant cloak, with its profusion of 
fringe trimming, somewhat resembled in form the 
Sevillian cloak worn last winter, a sort of medium 

etween a cloak anda mantelet, The same atyle 
may be adopted in velvet, either black or coloured, 
emerald green or dark blue being the most effective 
hues for the purpose. In either case the lining 
should be white satin, and the fringe of the same 
colour as the velvet, Cloaks of this description are 
peculiarly well adapted to the theatres and public 

laces, 
: Another cloak of a very distingué character, the 

attern for which has just been received from 

aris, is called the Manteau Margucrite. It is made 
of very dark orange-coloured velvet, and trimmed 
with threerows of black lace. These rows of lace are 
disposed rather closely one above another, and each 
is headed by a narrow silk braid of mingled black 
and orange, This cloak is in the shawl form, 
rounded at the back, and the two ends descending 
in front. It is fastened by faney silk buttons, of 
mingled black and orange, 

During the present intermediate season small 
cloaks or mantelets of coloured satin are very 
numerous. Myrtle-green, puce, and the various 
shades of brown are the most suitable colours, 
Black satin is now, as always, much in favour for 
cloaks and mantelets, and it has a very prett 
effect when trimmed with rows of narrow black 
velvet ribbon. 

Among the numerous trinkets may be mentioned 
some beautiful studs for fastening ladies’ chemi- 
settes; they are set with opals, turquoise, pearls, 
onyx, &c, As ornaments for the fronts of dresses, 
some elegant Spanish buttons have been intro- 
duced, ‘They have pendent heads, in the style 
called by the French grélots, The pendent héad 
consists of a small ball, or bead, of gold, lapus- 
lazuli, garnet, or gold niellé, Last week a splendid 
wedding dress was made of white watered silk; the 
corsage high and the sleeves tight. It was fastened 
from the bottom of the skirt to the top of the 
corsage with buttons, each of which had an 
amethyst in the centre set in a framework of 
fine pearls. The bracelets worn with the dress 
were set with amethysts and pearls in a Gothic 
design.

BARTHOLOMEW FAIR IN THE SIXTEENTH 6 


CENTURY. . 

“ All this happened on the day previous to the eve 
of St. Bartholomew's Day, Just before twelve o’clock 
at night crowds of the lower orders hastened towards 
Cloth-fair, a name that has descended to our own 
time, and may be found attached to a very dirty little 
street or lane adjacent to Bartholomew-close; for 
here it was that, as the hour struck which killed the 
night and straight gave birth to a new-born day, out 
rushed from a house of entertainment a number of 
tailors, shears in hand; the leader, addressing the 
crowd, proclaimed the opening of the fair. Havin 


the drinking-house. The rabble, also shouting, now 
scampered off towards Smithfield, knocking and ring- 
ing at every house-door in their road, to the great dis- 
comfiture and alarm of the sober-minded inmates, 
When arrived in Smithfield, here the rabble in their 
turn proclaimed the fair duly opened, and then passed 
several hours in riot and disorder. ‘The lawful procla- 
mation did not take place until the afternoon, and this 
was done with much state and splendour, according to 
the following order :— 

“The Aldermen meete the Lord Maior and the 
Sheriffes at the Guildhall Chappel, at two of the clocke 
after dinner, having on their violet gowns lined, and 
their horses, but without their cloakes, and there they 

eare evening prayer. Which being done, they mount 
on their horses, and, riding to Newgate, passe forth of 
the gate. Then entering into the Cloth-fayre, there 
they make a proclamation, which proclamation being 
ended, they ride thorow the Cloth-fayre, and so returne 
backe againe thorow the Churchyard of great Saint 
Bartholomewes to Aldersgate; and then ride home 
againe to the Lord Maijor’s house,’ 

“The proclamation above referred to was read by 
the Lord Mayor’s attorney, at the great gate going into 
Cloth-fair, Smithfield, and commanded that ‘all per- 
sons, of whatsoever estate, degree, or condition they 
be, should keep the peace of their Sovereign Lord the 
King ;’ and then forbad any one from selling ‘ wine, 
ale, or beer, but in measures ensealed, as by gallon, 
pottle, quart, or pint, upon pain that will fall thereof,’ 
No bread was to be sold but such as was ‘good and 
wholesome for man’s body.” No cook, pie-maker, nor 
huckster was to sell any ‘ victual, unless it be good and 
wholesome for man's body,’ &c. &e, &c.; and con- 
cluded by informing all who might feel aggrieved 
during the continuance of the fair, they could meet 
with redress at the Court of Pie Powder. ‘This was a 
temporary court of record, properly then called 
‘Pepoudres,’ or ‘ Pedes Pulverisati,” meaning that 
justice was there as quickly done as dust can fly from 
the feet. The proclamation being ended, the fair began 
in right earnest. Every conceivable voice that the 
ingenuity of man, woman, or child could invent, was 
brought into requisition, Gongs, cymbals, trumpets, 
drums, whistles, rattles, bawlings, cryings, screamings, 
laughings, shoutings, all burst forth) as if let loose by 
the spell of silence being broken by the cessation of 
the proclamation. The whole Space of Smithfield was 
Surrounded, first by a row of small stalls, filled with 
thousands of various articles; here a line of jewellers’ 
Stalls, there a row of those appropriated to toys for 
children.

Mrs. Batty, on her appearance, was 
loudly cheered, and, after acknowledging the compli- 
ment, entered the den and caressed her favourite, All 
being in readiness, Lieutenant Gale pulled the * libe- 
rating iron,’ but the ascent was slow. The balloon 
had scarcely cleared the trees when the lieutenant 
found that he had not sufficient power. He .was de- 
termined, if possible, to take the lady up, and with 
that view threw out every ounce of ballast. Still it 
was of no avail; the balloon came down, and it was 
perceptible to every one that the machine could not 
rise with the enormous weight affixed to it, about 
g00lbs. The lieutenant then addressed the spectators, 
stating these facts, and declared his intention to go up 
with the lion alone. The lady appeared to be the only 
one disappointed. Mrs. Batty then quitted the den, 
and, curtseying left the ground, The 
lion now saluted the company with a few roars, as if 
impatient of the delay. “Clear,” said the gallant 
lieutenant, bang went the signal-gun, and away sailed 
the balloon into the realms of space, taking a south- 
westerly direction, the wind blowing from the north- 
east.

Tye Mountains oF Inpra.—The mean 
height of the Himalaya is stupendous, certainly not 
less than from 16,000 to 20,000 feet, though the peaks 
exceeding that elevation are not to be numbered, 
especially at the sources of the Sutlej; indeed, from 
that river to the Kalee the chain exhibits an endless 
succession of the loftiest mountains on earth; forty of 
them surpass the height of Chimborazo, the highest 
but one of the Andes, and many of them reach the 
height of 25,000 feet at least. So rugged is this part 
of the magnificent chain, that the military parade at 
Sabathoo, half a mile long and a quarter of a mile 
broad, is said to be the only level ground between it 
and the Tartar frontier on the north, or the valley of 
Nepaul to the east, Towards the fruitful valleys of 
Nepaul and Bhotan the Himalaya is equally lofty, 
some of the mountains being from 25,000 to 28,000 
feet high, but it is narrower, and the descent to the 
plains excessively rapid, especially in the territory of 

hotan, where the dip from the table land is more than 
10,000 feet in ten miles. The valleys are crevices so 
deep and narrow, and the mountains that hang over 
them in menacing cliffs are so lofty, that these abysses 
are shrouded in perpetual gloom, except when the 
rays of a vertical sun penetrate their depths. From 
the steepness of the descent the rivers shoot down 
with the swiftness of an arrow, filling the caverns with 
foam and the air with mist. At the very base of this 
wild region lies the elevated and peaceful valley of 
Bhotan, vividly green, and shaded by magnificent 
forests. Another rapid descent of 1000 feet leads to 
the plain of the Ganges. * * * * Most of the 
passes over the Himalaya are but little lower than the 
top of Mont Blanc; many are higher, especially near — 
the Sutlej, where they are from 18,000 to 19,000 feet 
high; and that north-east of Khoonawur is 20,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, the highest that has been 
attempted. All are terrific, and the fatigue and suf- 
fering from the rarity of the air in the last 500 feet are 
not to be described. Animals are as much distressed 
as human beings, and many die. Thousands of birds 
perish from the violence of the wind ; the drifting snow 
is often fatal to travellers, and violent thunder-storms 
add to the horror of the journey. The Niti pass, by 
which Mr. Moorcroft ascended to the sacred lake of 
Manassa, in Tibet, is tremendous; he and his guide 
had not only to walk barefooted from the fear of slip- 
ping, but they were obliged to creep along the most 
frightful chasms, holding by twigs and tufts of grass, 
and sometimes they passed deep and awful crevices on 
the branch of a tree, or loose stones thrown across; yet 
these are the thoroughfares for commerce Im the 
Himalaya, never repaired nor susceptible of improve- 
ment, from the frequent landslips and torrents. The 
loftiest peaks, being bare of snow, give reat variety 
of colour and beauty to the scenery, W ich in these 
asses is at all times magnificent. During the day the 
stupendous size of the mountains, their interminable 
extent, the variety and sharpness of their forms, and, 
above all, the tender clearness of their distant outline 
melting into the pale blue sky, contrasted with the 
deep azure above, are described as a scene of wild and 
wonderful beauty. At midnight, when myriads of 
stars sparkle in the black sky, and the pure blue of the 
mountains looks deeper, still, below the pale white 
leam of the earth and snowlight, the effect is of un- 
paralleled solemnity, and no language can describe 
the splendour of the sunbeams at daybreak streaming 
between the high peaks, and throwing their gigantic 
shadows on the mountains below.

Panis.—In the French Chamber interpellations 
have been addressed to General Cavaignac upon the 
situation of the country, and as to the conduct he 
would pursue in certain eventualities, The general, 
in answer, obseryes that, in case of any attempt at 
disorder, he would be prepared to repress jt by the 
means he had already indicated, He admits that 
the state of the public mind was a subject of much 
gravity, but that matters have been exaggerated, 
He further admitted that a difference prevailed 
between the Government and the Assembly, which 
he would do all in his power to remove, but that 
in his efforts at conciliation he would never cease 
to hold himself under the flag of the Republic. The 
military commission, charged with the examination 
and classification of the insurgents of J une, has con- 
cluded its labours. It was under the direction 
of General Bertrand, and had been employed for 
nearly two months, for eight hours every day, withoat 
excepting Sundays an holidays. “It” had to 
examine 12,000 files of examinations, &c., relative to 
about as many accused; but the judges d’instruction 
having ordered a number of persons to be released, on 
account of insuflicient evidence, the total number of 
accused on whose cases the commission had to decide 
was 10,838, Of these 10,838, 6276 have heen set at 
liberty, 4346 condemned to transportation, and 255 
sent before courts-martial, Of those ordered for 
transportation 2700 have already been sent away; the 
others are still in the forts, but will soon be sent off in 
detachments. :

‘There are up in the moun- 
tains,’ says a correspondent, ‘ at the baths of Lucca, 
a large gathering of English, driven up to this sylvan 
and rheumatic retreat by the horrors of war devas- 
tating all other parts of Italy.

Napies.—Despatches from Naples, dated the 13th, 
contain particulars of the proceedings at Messina. 
When the intelligence of what was going on reached 
Naples, Admiral Baudin addressed a letter to Admiral 
Parker, expressing his indignation at what had been 
done, and‘inviting Admiral Parker to co-operate with 
him in enforcing a suspension of hostilities on both 
sides, until instructions could be obtained from their 
respective Governments. Admiral Parker, in Fooly, 
expressed the same sentiments, and the two admirals 
despatched orders to their respective captains in ac- 
cordance with this, commanding them immediately to 
fire upon the citadel if any further hostilities should 
be carried on, The Dowager Queen of* Naples, 
mother of the reigning monarch, died at Naples 
on the 1lth inst. Official accounts have confirmed the 
capture of Messina and Milazzo by the Neapolitans, 
Messina had not been mined, as at first reported, but 
the shells and the consequent fires had caused fright- 
ful ravages in that unfortunate city. Most of the 
houses were either damaged or desteoyed: The 
Screams of women and children were dreadful during 
the storming. The quarter of the marine alone 
escaped the effects of the bombardment. The Neapo- 
litans had-2000 killed and 1200 wounded. The 
Sicilians, on their side, experienced cruel losses, 
The French steamer Pericles alone conveyed to 
Palermo 200 wounded belonging to the portion of the 
population of that city which had marched to the relief 
of Messina, 

Keypr.—Ibrahim Pasha returned to Alexandria on 
the 9th inst. from Constantinople. Ibrahim has been 
invested by the Sultan with the office of Viceroy of 
Kgypt, and in due time he will cause it to be pro- 
claimed.

While noticing a 
previous portion of 
the sale‘of objects of 
vertu at Stowe, we 
had occasion to al- 
lude toadepartment 
of ancient art which 
may be said to have 
been more than well 
represented in the 
mansion by a very 
considerable accu- 
mulation of speci- 
mens. We speak of 
Raffaelle-ware, 
which, to those who 
particularly admire 
and collect the pro- 
ductions of such 
porcelain manufac- 
tories as Savres and 
Dresden, possesses 
not many claims, appearing coarse and 
unfinished, but which offers, in many 
respects, an amount of interest that 
renders it amply deserving of the atten- 
tion and competition of connoisseurs. 
In the first place, in a merely historical 
point of view, it is entitled to consider- 
ation as being the forerunner of Euro- 
pest porcelain, It forms the connect- 
ng link between the rough stoneware 
or earthenware of the middle ages, and 
the subsequent triumph of art in all 
works of fictile fabrication under Louis 
XIV. and Louis XV. of France, The 
name it bears is a nigh and important 
one, founded though it be upon a 
legend the aceurasy of which has been by some dis- 
puted. Ithas been asserted that the great master to 
whom modern art points as the rival of the gigantic 
spirits of Greece and Rome—that Raffaelle, in the 
eisure hours which he devoted to love and festivity, 
when the labours of the Loggia of the Vatican 
Were for a time suspended, and no Madonna 
claimed the touch of his hallowed pencil—that Raf- 
faelle would occasionally amuse his companions and 
himself by applying the unused colours of his 
brush to the ornamentation of plates and other 
similar objects of domestic utility. Pleasing as 
the tale may be (and what is not pleasing which brings 
before the imagination the private life of a ares public 
character ?) it scarcely affects the nature of the works 
under notice; for certain it is that they for the most 
part, though executed in an unpropitious material, 
frequently display a most masterly style of drawing 
and composition in the subjects portrayed upon them, 
and sometimes exhibit forms of such elegance that 
they might be well repeated at the present day, when 
taste has been driven into so different a channel, 
and public opinion is so far from being the same as it 
was in the conflicting times of the sixteenth century, 
Our readers will remember that, a short time since, we 
offered a representation of an oviform Raffaelle- ware 
vase, of which the principal charm lay in the paintings 
which surrounded it, produced upon an even and 
smooth surface; we now give the opposite variety, 7. ¢., 
an example in which colour has been made subservient 
to form, and that form one of very peculiar and essen - 
aay complicated nature. Our engraving represents 
a saltcellar in which the prevailin colour, as in many 
specimens of this ware, is of a buff or yellowish-brown 
tint, and the patterns upon the mouldings chiefly taken 


from Italian architecture. The form of the vase, 
however, must not 


be so summarily 
dismissed. The plan 
of it is oval, anda i 
grotesque mask or | 
satyr’s head is in- i 
troduced upon every ga 
occasion. They are 
exhibited in the 
handles at each end, surmounted by a scroll sup- 
porting in turn the face of a goat, probably from 
that animal in ancient dees § having been: sup- 
posed to be sacred to Bacchus. Masks Renin appear 
at the two sides, and hold in their mouths swags of 
fruit and foliage; and, lastly, three masks in combina- 
tion compose the foot, which is of very singular and 
unusual shape. Only a faint hollow or concave 
surface at the top suggests a receptacle for salt; and 
it seems as niouek the manufacturer of this object had 
striven in every way to obtain the greatest amount of 
ornamentation in the smallest space, and this rather 
dependent upon form than upon colour—an arrange- 
ment considerably enhancing the difficulty of the 
work.
